Our  stock  of  books  at  the  end  of 
the  year  was  18,013  volumes.  Of 
these  685  were  new,  some  were 
bought  and  192  were  given.

We  appreciate  the  valuable  work 
done  by  our  transcribers  and  by 


Library  and  benefit  from  it. 
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those  who  teach  or  do  proofreading. 
Miss  Espin  has  been  successful  in 
training  several  transcribers  who 
have  passed  the  test  of  the  Royal 
National  Institute  for  the  Blind,  and 
are  now  working  for  us.

We  are  deeply  indebted  to  the 
Braille  Transcription  Bureau  of  the 
S.A.  Blind  Workers’  Organisation  for 
not  only  are  they  binding  our  books 
at  a low  price,  but  they  generously 
provide  an  increasing  number  of 
Afrikaans  books  and  are  charging  us 
half  price  for  production.  We  had 
the  pleasure  of  a visit  from  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Kruger  who  are  at  the  head 
of  the  society,  and  they  gave  us 
many  helpful  hints.  It  has  now  been

decided  that  our  present  Afrikaans 
transcribers  are  to  work  for  us 
through  the  Braille  Transcription 
Bureau. 

I must  refer  to  the  death  of  Miss 
Edith  Wood.  She  was  our  first  tran- 
scriber and  brained  “On  My  Blind- 
ness” by  Capt.  Ian  Fraser,  M.P. 
Later,  she  was  very  active  in  work 
for  the  blind  in  East  London,  and 
became  President  lof  their  Civilian 
Blind  Society.  She  did  so  much  for 
the  Hillcombe  Holiday  Home  for  the 
Blind  that  one  might  say  it  is  a 
standing  memorial  to  her. 

CIRCULATION 

Eleven  thousand  one  hundred  and 
fiftyseven  volumes  were  circulated, 
an  average  of  929.75  per  month. 

We  take  48  magazines  and  4,378 
were  issued  during  the  year. 

READERS 

We'  had  487  readers  on  our  books. 
Of  these  387  read  during  the  year. 
The  numbers  fluctuate  for  various 
reasons.  Eleven  readers  died,  and 
we  had  62  new  readers. 

One  reader,  Mrs.  S.  Leviseur,  is 
now  102,  and  has  flown  from  Bloem- 
fontein to  Johannesburg.  She  spoke 
at  Christmas  time  in  the  Common- 
wealth broadcast,  and  we  had  the 
pleasure  of  hearing  her.  She  wrote 
a little  while  ago:  “I  can’t  face 
seven  volumes  of  a love  story,  but 
should  like  stories  of  adventure, 
travel.  Wild  West — -such  books  as 
men  would  enjoy.  I realise  more  than 
ever  how  much  I owe  the  library,  and 
feel  quite  lost  when  the  books  don’t 
come.” 

Another  reader  writes:  “Once 
again  I express  m.y  appreciation  and 
thank  you  for  the  many  hours  of 
enjoyment  you  have  afforded  me  by 
selecting  books  which  have  appealed 
to  me,  even  though  I have  given  you 


no  indication  of  what  type  of  book 
appeals  to  me.” 

Another  thanks  us  for  getting  ‘a 
Beginner’s  Guide  to  Radio”  for  the 
Library  and  lending  it  to  him.  “1 
look  forward  to  months  of  interest- 
ing study,  learning  the  secrets  of  that 
wonderful  instrument  ‘a  wireless 
set’.”

Some  of  our  readers  who  attended 
the  biennial  meeting  at  Port  Eliza- 
beth took  the  opportunity  of  visiting 
the  Library.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Posselt 
and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Schermbrucker  and 
daughter  spent  a morning  with  us. 
Mr.  Schermbrucker  was  one  of  our 
first  readers  when  he  was  a school- 
boy studying  music  at  Worcester. 
Later,  he  took  up  physiotherapy  and 
is  practising  in  Cape  Town.  He  is 
Chairman  of  the  Lighthouse  Club, 
and  edits  their  “Newsletter”  and  the 
“Chrissie  Guard  Magazine”.  Dr. 
Blaxall,  Mr.  Wentworth  and  Mr. 
Cohen  paid  us  a fleeting  visit  on  their 
way  to  King  William’s  Town.  Mr. 
Cohen  edits  the  S.A.  National  Council 
for  the  Blind  “Newsletter”,  which 
deals  with  all  matters  connected  with 
societies  and  individuals  working  for 
the  blind.

Several 
machines  were  given  us  by  readers, 
and  six  were  bought  by  us  from 
readers. 

Thirty-seven  machines  were  issued 
during  the  year. 

READERS 

279  received  records  during  the 
year,  17  readers  died,  37  others  gave 
up  reading,  67  new  (readers  joined, 
and  12  rejoined. 

One  reader  sends  ‘Grateful  thanks’ 
and  says“I  hadn’t  realised  how  very 
much  I had  missed  the  ability  to  read, 
and  am  having  the  time  of  my  life.” 

Another  reader  writes:  ‘‘The  book 
I am  now  reading  is  delightful.  I 
am  enjoying  every  line  of  it.”  She 
comments  on  the  death  of  another 
leader,  her  friend  Mrs.  Ruxton.  ‘‘She 
was  a most  brilliant  and  highly  intel- 
lectual woman.  She  travelled  with 
her  brother.  Sir  Francis  Young- 
husband,  through  India  and  Tibet, 
and  was  the  first  white  woman  who 
entered  that  country.” 

S.A.  NATIONAL  COUNCIL  FOR 
THE  BLIND 

We  were  sorry  that  two  of  our 
delegates,  Mrs.  T.  Neville  and  Mrs. 
A.  J.  de  Vos  were  unable  to  attend 
the  14th  biennial  conference  of  the 
S.A.  National  Council  for  the  Blind, 
but  Mrs.  Laurie  and  Miss  Spurling 


found  it  very  interesting  and  stimu- 
lating. They  were  particularly  glad 
to  get  news  of  many  of  our  readers 
through  other  delegates. 

A standing  committee  of  the 
Council,  the  Braille  Education  and 
Research  Committee,  has  been  most 
helpful  in  carrying  out  experiments 
to  .help  us  in  packing  and  in  other 
ways.  We  are  very  grateful  for  their 
interest. 

Miss  Spurling  was  appointed  to 
this  committee. 

In  March,  the  National  Council 
held  a conference  to  discuss  Braille, 
at  which  we  were  repi'esented.  This 
opportunity  to  exchange  ideas  was 
of  great  benefit  to  all  concerned. 

TAPE  RECORDINGS 

We  are  still  av/aiting  the  result  of 
experiments  undertaken  by  the 
Nuffield  Talking  Book  Library  for 
the  Blind  in  England  before  deciding 
whether  to  stock  tape  recordings  as 
well  as  disc  recordings.  Some  of  our 
readers  have  made  use  of  recordings 
of  special  subjects  (e.g.  Law  and 
Gardening)  on  ordinary  domestic 
tapes  ,by  the  Tape  Aids  for  the  Blind 
Association  in  Durban.  These  have 
keen  most  helpful  in  supplying  in- 
formation which  we  do  not  possess 
in  Braille.
